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Toronto Mayor heads to rehab

TORONTO (AP) — Toronto 
Mayor Rob Ford began 
a leave of absence and 
headed for a rehab cen¬ 
ter Thursday, leaving his 
scandalized city in the dark 
about his political future 
after a report surfaced of 
second video of him ap¬ 
parently smoking crack co¬ 
caine. 

Ford announced Wednes¬ 
day that he would take 
leave for an unspecified 
amount of time from both 
his mayoral post and his re- 
election campaign, but he 
did not abandon his bid for 
a second term as mayor of 
Canada's second largest 


in North America but he 
declined to name the lo¬ 
cation. Morris said the 30 
days could be extended. 
On Thursday morning, Ford 
left his west-end Toronto 
home in a two car-convoy 
without answering ques¬ 
tions from reporters. His 
nephew was seen leaving 
the home with a suitcase. 
Ford, who was elected 
four years ago on a wave 
of support from Toronto’s 
conservative suburbs, has 
for months been the sub¬ 
ject of a drug-related po¬ 
lice investigation, but he 
has not been charged with 
any crime. 

The Toronto City Council 
stripped him of most of his 


The Globe and Mail news¬ 
paper said it has viewed a 
second video of Ford smok¬ 
ing what appears to be 
crack cocaine in his sister's 
basement. The national 
newspaper said two Globe 
reporters viewed the video 
from a self-professed drug 
dealer showing Ford taking 
a drag from a pipe early 
Saturday morning. 

The video is part “of a 
package of three videos 
the dealer said was surrep¬ 
titiously filmed around 1:15 
a.m., and which he says he 
is now selling for ‘at least six 
figures,’” the paper report¬ 
ed.

city. One of his campaign 
rivals and other Toronto 
politicians demanded he 
resign.

Chikungunya spreading in Caribbean 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Health experts say a re¬ 
cently arrived mosquito-borne virus is rapidly gaining 
a foothold in the Caribbean. Epidemiologists said this 
week there are currently over 4,000 confirmed cases 
of the fast-spreading chikungunya virus in the Carib¬ 
bean. Another 31,000 cases are suspected. Concern 
about the painful illness is growing as many Caribbe¬ 
an countries enter their wettest months. 

The virus most commonly found in Asia and Africa 
was first detected in December in tiny French St. Mar¬ 
tin. Since then, it has spread to more than a dozen 
islands and French Guiana. □ 

Cuba protests US terror designation 

HAVANA (AP) — Havana is protesting its continued 
inclusion on the U.S. government's latest list of “state 
sponsors of terrorism.” Cuban Foreign Ministry issued 
a statement late Wednesday calling the designation 
absurd. It accused Washington of trying to justify fhe 
52-year-old economic embargo against the island. 
The U.S. State Department's global terrorism report 
for 2013 notes that Havana is hosting peace talks be¬ 
tween the Colombian government and that nation’s 
biggest guerrilla army. The U.S. terror list also names 
Iran, Syria and Sudan. □ 

Protesters close major street in Haiti 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — President Michel Mar- 
telly’s critics have closed a major thoroughfare in Port- 
au-Prince. About 2,000 protesters snaked through the 
capital Thursday, calling on Martelly to resign and ac¬ 
cusing him of corruption. Before being dispersed by 
riot police and UN peacekeepers, some demonstra¬ 
tors closed John Brown Avenue by scattering rocks 
across the roadway. It was the third large anti-gov¬ 
ernment protest in a week. Several thousand demon¬ 
strators reportedly rallied Saturday in the northern city 
of Cap-Haitien, as well as on Monday. □

Peter Phillips told Parliament on Wednesday that the 
proposed tax on bank transactions will be replaced 
with two new tax proposals — a 15 percent withhold¬ 
ing tax on certain insurance premiums and a modifi¬ 
cation of tax rules for imported services.

United States was blind¬ 
sided by a Palestinian deal 
with a militant group that 
led to the suspension of 
Mideast peace talks, Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
said Thursday, even as he 
voiced hope that negotia¬ 
tions would resume after a 
pause. 

With talks on hold, a dead¬ 
line this week for an agree¬ 
ment to keep the process 
going became “complete¬ 
ly irrelevant," Kerry told re¬ 
porters. 

Kerry was careful to not 
blame either side for the 
halt, and he pointedly list¬ 
ed steps that both Israel 
and Palestinian leaders 
took in recent weeks that 
threw the process into un¬ 
certainty. 

But he said a deal an¬ 
nounced last week for 
Palestinian authorities to 
create a unity govern¬ 
ment with the militant 
group Hamas — and which 
spurred Israel to withdraw 
from peace negotiations 
— took the U.S. by surprise. 
That deal, Kerry said, 
“came as a complete and 
total unannounced event, 
without any heads-up, so 
to speak, at the moment 
of important negotiations,” 
Kerry said at a news con¬ 
ference in the Ethiopian 
capital. It marked his first 
comments on the Mideast 
peace process since the 
April 29 deadline came 
and went. 

Hamas has called for the 
destruction of the state of 
Israel and is considered a 
terrorist organization by the 
U.S., European Union and 
other counties worldwide. 
However, among Palestin¬ 
ians, the new agreement 
was hailed as a potentially 
historic step toward mend¬ 
ing the rift that has split their 
people between two sets 
of rulers for seven years. 
Even so, Kerry said that 
both Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders have signaled they 
want to find a way to con¬ 
tinue negotiating. 

“We believe the best thing 
to do right now is pause, 
take a hard look at these 


things, and find out what 
is possible and what is 
not possible in the days 
ahead,” Kerry said. 
Meanwhile, in Tel Aviv, Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 


jamin Netanyahu an¬ 
nounced he would push for 
legislation to recognize Isra¬ 
el as a Jewish nation-state 
— a point that arose during 
the peace negotiations, 


and one that the Palestin¬ 
ian leadership said it could 
never accept. 

Kerry did not directly re¬ 
spond to a question in 
Ethiopia about whether

Slain German student's father criticizes US

MISSOULA, Mont. (AP) — 

The father of a 17-year-old 
exchange student shot 
dead in Montana depart¬ 
ed the U.S. on Thursday af¬ 
ter criticizing the nation’s 
gun culture and arrang¬ 
ing for his son’s body to be 
flown back fo Germany. 
Celal Dede flew ouf of Mis¬ 
soula affer securing the re¬ 
lease of Diren Dede’s body, 
which was transported 
from Montana on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, German 
consulate spokeswoman 
Julia Reinhardt said. 

Before he departed, Celal 
Dede told the German 


news agency dpa that he 
had never imagined his 
son could be shot for sim¬ 
ply entering somebody's 
property. “America cannot 
continue to play cowboy," 
Celal Dede said. 

Markus Kaarma, a hom¬ 
eowner in Missoula, Mon¬ 
tana, on Sunday fired four 
blasts from a shotgun into 
his garage, killing Diren 
Dede who was inside. He 
faces a charge of deliber¬ 
ate homicide. 

It's not clear what the teen 
was doing in the garage. 
Prosecutors allege Kaarma 
shot into his garage without 
warning after Dede tripped 
alarms. 

Kaarma’s attorney, Paul 


Ryan, told The Associat¬ 
ed Press Wednesday that 
his client plans to plead 
not guilty and was afraid 
for his life. Kaarma didn't 
know whether the boy was 
armed or what his intentions 
were when he entered the 
garage, Ryan said. 

“The young man made a 
choice and put the wheels 
in motion that ultimately 
created this whole situa¬ 
tion,” Ryan said. 

Celal Dede said he hoped 
Kaarma would receive a 
fair punishment. 

“I didn't think for one night 
that everyone here can kill 
somebody just because 
that person entered his 
backyard,” Dede said.Q

“We think the underlying 
trend (in applications) is 
falling, but only slowly,”

US construction

But that gain 
was dominated by a 4.4 
percent rise in spending on 
services, reflecting in part 
higher utility bills during the 
unusually cold winter. 
Economists say warmer 
weather likely encouraged 
people to make purchases 
last month that they had 
delayed because of snow¬ 
storms earlier this year. □

US manufacturers expanded in April and filled jobs 
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US Auto Sales: 

Pickups, small SUVs lead April rebound

DETROIT (AP) — U.S. car 
buyers came out of hiber¬ 
nation in April to spend on 
pickup trucks and SUVs, 
fueling an auto sales re¬ 
bound that analysts expect 
to last the rest of the year. 
Total sales grew to just un¬ 
der 1.4 million cars and 
trucks, up about 8 percent 
from a year ago. Sales ran 
at an annual rate of just 
over 16 million, according 


to Autodata Corp. 

Nissan led the way with 
an 18.3 percent increase 
over a year ago, with sales 
of the redesigned Rogue 
small SUV up almost 27 per¬ 
cent. Chrysler posted a 14 
percent gain, boosted by 
a big jump in sales of Jeep 
SUVs. Both companies re¬ 
ported record April sales. 
Toyota sales grew by 13 
percent, led by a double¬ 
digit gain in truck sales. 
General Motors, which has 
suffered through bad pub¬ 
licity from a string of embar¬ 
rassing safety recalls, post¬ 
ed a 7 percent gain, led by 
the Buick Encore small SUV 


and the Chevy Silverado 
pickup truck. And Hyundai 
sales rose a little more than 
4 percent on strong SUV 
sales. 

But there were some soft 
spots. 

Honda sales grew only 1 
percent, while Ford sales 
fell by a point. Ford's car 
sales sputtered, although 
sales of its F-Series pickup, 
the best-selling vehicle 
in the U.S., rose 7.4 per¬ 
cent. Sales at Volkswagen 
dropped 8.4 percent. 


U.S. consumers bought 15.6 
million new cars and trucks 
in 2013. 

The industry entered 2014 
with expectations of selling 
more than 16 million cars for 
the first time since 2007. But 
sales dropped 3 percent 
in January and were flat 
in February. March started 
slowly, but finished with a 
flourish. 

“Sales momentum from 
March rolled into April, 
pushing the industry to its 
best back-to-back month¬ 
ly sales pace since fall of 
2007,” Toyota vice presi¬ 
dent Bill Fay said in a state¬ 
ment. 


Analysts expect that April’s 
sales pace was slightly slow¬ 
er than the rate in March, 
but should still translate into 
full-year sales of more than 
16 million cars and trucks. 

“It appears we are in a 
more stable environment, 
and the sun is shining," said 
Jesse Toprak, chief analyst 
for Cars.com. “We are now 
finally not stuck in first gear 
anymore.” 

Toprak expects the April 
sales pace to hold or im¬ 
prove slightly through the 
rest of the year. His full-year 
forecast calls for sales of 
16.2 million. 

U.S. buyers have continued 
their shift toward small SUVs. 

At Ford, smaller SUVs ac¬ 
counted for 16 percent 
of U.S. sales in April, 2 per¬ 
centage points higher than 
the same month last year, 
said Erich Merkle, the com¬ 
pany’s top sales analyst. 
Small-car sales fell two per¬ 
centage points and mid¬ 
size car sales were flat. 

“It is our estimation that 
both the midsize ... and 
small-car segments are be¬ 
ing adversely impacted 
by continued really strong 
performance in the small 
utility category this year,” 
he said. 

Small SUVs are stealing 
sales from other parts of the 
market as well, especially 
with baby boomers who 
are downsizing from larger 
SUVs buf like fhe maneu¬ 
verability and high seating 
position of the smaller ones, 
Toprak said. For instance, 
sales of the Honda CR-V, 
the No. 1 seller in the seg¬ 
ment, rose 7.4 percent to 
more than 28,000, making 
it one of the most popular 
vehicles in the nation. 

Ford’s sales report was 
eclipsed by the news that 
the company’s CEO, Alan 
Mulally, would retire on July 
1 ■ □

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Kellogg: 

Cereal sales to keep falling

NEW YORK (AP) — Kellogg’s 
cereal sales are falling, and 
the company expects the 
trend to persist even as it 
launches a major ad cam¬ 
paign touting the nutrition¬ 
al benefits of cereal. 

The maker of Frosted 
Flakes, Special K and Mini- 
Wheats said Thursday that 
sales for ifs U.S. breakfast 
division fell 5.5 percent in 
the first quarter, as gains 
in Pop-Tarts were dragged 
down by continuing de¬ 
clines in cereal. 

Cereal sales in the U.S. 
have been sluggish as 
Americans increasingly 
reach for alternafives such 
as Greek yogurf or break¬ 
fast sandwiches from fast- 
food chains. Even wifhin 
the cereal aisle, Kellogg 
is facing more competi¬ 
tion from smaller players 
that position themselves as 
healthier alternatives. 

In a phone interview, Kel¬ 
logg CEO John Bryant said 
the company had a vari¬ 
ety of strategies to improve 
cereal sales in the months 
ahead. The primary tactic 
will be a marketing cam¬ 
paign that reminds people 
of how much protein is in a 
bowl of milk and cereal. 
“What we’ve seen over the 
last few years is a protein¬ 


seeking behavior" from 
shoppers, Bryant said. 

In a nod to the growing 
concerns people have 
about artificial ingredients, 
Bryant also said Kellogg 
will remind people of the 
“simplicity of the food, that 
this is food directly from the 
farm to the table." He ex¬ 
plained that a cornflake is 
corn that has been rolled 
and toasted. 

Kellogg also plans to push 
the idea of cereal as a 
snack, whether it’s a late- 
night treat or a topping 
for yogurt. And to go after 
people looking for conve¬ 
nience, it even rolled out a 
beverage that’s positioned 
as a drinkable cereal last 
year. Rival General Mills, 
which makes Cheerios, has 
rolled out a similar drink. 

In addition to the general 
movement away from 
cereal, some of Kellogg’s 
troubles have to do with 
its brands in particular. Its 
Kashi line, for instance, has 
fallen out of favor with the 
health set because it failed 
to keep pace with trends, 
such as offering opfions 
without genetically modi¬ 
fied ingredients. 

Bryant noted that Kellogg 
has new products planned 
for the line that should 
address some of those

Sinn Fein braces for potential 
fallout after leader’s arrest

DUBLIN - When Gerry Ad¬ 
ams became president of 
Sinn Fein more than three 
decades ago, the party 
was regarded as nothing 
more than an irrelevant 
apologist for Irish Republi¬ 
can Army atrocities. It now 
shares power in Northern 
Ireland’s parliament, and 
in the Republic of Ireland 
it is riding high in the polls 
ahead of local and Euro¬ 
pean elections later this 
month. 

Although it is too early to 
gauge the fallout, if any, 
from his arrest and deten¬ 
tion Wednesday in con¬ 
nection with the 1972 ab¬ 
duction of Jean McConville 
- a widowed mother of 10 
whose killing is considered 
among the most emotive 
and heinous atrocities of 
the Northern Ireland con¬ 
flict - the ghosts of the past 
continue to haunt him. 
Unsurprisingly, his political 
opponents have wasted 
little time in attacking his 
credibility in the wake of his 
arrest. 

“Ominously for Gerry Ad¬ 
ams, the accusations 
against him are coming 
directly from former col¬ 
leagues of his in the re¬ 
publican movement; re¬ 
publicans who would have 
known precisely what was 
going on in subversive 
circles in Northern Ireland, 
particularly in Belfast, dur¬ 
ing the 1970s and 1980s," 
Jim Nicholson, an Ulster 
Unionist Party member of 
the European Parliament, 
said in a statement follow¬ 
ing Adams' arrest. 

“Very few of his associates 
in republicanism at that 
time believe the Gerry Ad¬ 
ams spin that he was never 
in the IRA,” Nicholson said. 
“Indeed, some are read¬ 
ily breaking ranks to reveal 
who were involved and 


what went on.” 

Such vitriol will cut little ice 
in still-polarized Northern 
Ireland, where Sinn Fein will 
likely remain the dominant 
nationalist party. But the 
real battle for hearts and 
minds will be in the Repub¬ 
lic of Ireland, where Sinn 
Fein’s brand of left-lean¬ 
ing populism appeared to 
be poised to make strong 
gains in the May 23 elec¬ 
tions before Adams’ arrest. 
There is even specula¬ 
tion that the party could 
emerge to hold the bal¬ 
ance of power after the 
next scheduled general 
election in 2016, which will 
be deeply symbolic as it 
falls on the centennial of 
the Easter Rising, which 
eventually ended British 
rule in 26 of the 32 counties 
of Ireland. Sinn Fein's policy 
is to unite Ireland as a single 
sovereign state, effectively 
ending British rule in North¬ 
ern Ireland. This is opposed 
by unionists in Northern Ire¬ 
land. The timing of Adams’ 
arrest has forced Sinn Fein 
into full damage-control 
mode.“I believe the tim¬ 
ing of this latest decision 
by the Police Service of 
Northern Ireland (P.S.N.I.) is 
politically motivated and 
designed to damage Ger¬ 
ry Adams and Sinn Fein,” 
the party’s vice president, 
Mary Lou McDonald, said 
in a statement, denying in 
subsequent news media in¬ 
terviews that there was any 
threat to Adams’ leader¬ 
ship. 

Adams is one of the most 
recognizable faces of the 
Northern Ireland conflict in¬ 
ternationally, but in recent 
years Sinn Fein has been 
eager to cultivate a new 
image, attracting many 
bright, engaging, photoge¬ 
nic individuals without the 
baggage of the 30-year 
conflict in Northern Ireland, 
known as “the Troubles. "□

try, which last year an¬ 
nounced plans to end mili¬ 
tary conscription in favor 
of an all-volunteer force. 
His order did not specify 
where conscript-bolstered 
forces could be deployed. 
The renewal of military 
conscription affects only 
men 18 to 25 years old. 
Earlier in the week, the act¬ 
ing president said police 
and security forces had 
been effectively “helpless” 
against insurgents in the 
Donetsk and Luhansk re¬ 
gions, the heart of the un¬ 
rest, and that efforts should 
be focused on preventing 
the instability from spread¬ 
ing to other parts of the 


country. 

In the regional capital city 
of Donetsk, anti-govern¬ 
ment demonstrators took 
over the regional pros¬ 
ecutor’s office Thursday.

Car bomb kills 12 in Panjshir Valley

KABUL, Afghanistan - A sui¬ 
cide car bombing killed at 
least 12 people, including 
at least five security force 
members, in Panjshir prov¬ 
ince on Thursday, in an at¬ 
tack that struck at the sym¬ 
bolic heart of resistance to 
the Taliban’s rule and the 
Soviet occupation. 

The attack occurred 
around 5 p.m. in the Da- 
lan Sang area of the Pan¬ 
jshir Valley, the entryway 
to the mountainous seat of 
the old Northern Alliance, 
who spent years battling 
the Taliban and were in¬ 
strumental in the overthrow 
of their government when 
coalition forces entered Af¬ 
ghanistan in 2001. 

The valley offers a natural 
barrier to entry, lined by 
steep and narrow gorges 
that have frustrated out¬ 
siders for decades and 
proved impenetrable even 
to the Soviet military after 
the 1979 invasion. It has 


suffered just a handful of 
bombings over the past 
decade, despite its value 
as a highly symbolic target 
for Taliban insurgents and 
other militants. 

Since the mujahedeen re¬ 
sistance to the Soviets and 
the later fight against the 
Taliban, Panjshiris, as the 
ethnic Tajik population of 
the valley are called, have 
been major players in the 
Afghan government. 

A roster of influential Pan¬ 
jshiris leaders in the Kabul 
power structure, including 
the minister of defense, has 
helped ensure the valley’s 
security. And the current 
front-runner in the Afghan 
presidential race, Abdul¬ 
lah Abdullah, was a close 
adviser to Ahmed Shah 
Massoud, the famed com¬ 
mander of the Panjshiri re¬ 
sistance for decades. 

In the attack Thursday, the 
suicide bomber drove his 
vehicle up to the gate and 
detonated his charge be¬ 
fore security officers could 
stop him.Q

Abductions fuel 2nd day of protests

DAKAR, Senegal - Hundreds 
of protesters marched in

The girls - roughly 275, al¬ 
though the authorities 
and parents differ on the 
number - were kidnapped 
April 15 in the country’s far 


northeast, where the Is¬ 
lamist group Boko Haram 
has been active for three 
years. 

The girls were taken from 
a state school in the town 
of Chibok by armed and 
uniformed men and were 
loaded into trucks and 
driven into a dense forest 
at night. 

No one has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility, and military ef¬ 
forts to find the girls have 
been unsuccessful. 

The Nigerian army initially 
announced that it had 
rescued the captives but 
issued a retraction. About 
40 girls managed to es¬ 
cape on their own, a local 
official said Wednesday in 
a telephone interview. 
“They are still looking for 
the students,” Hajiya Asa- 
be Ali Kwambula, the prin¬ 
cipal of the school, said in 
a phone interview from the 
state capital, Maiduguri. 
“The security men are do¬ 
ing their efforts.”

St Lucia: 

Police working to identify charred body 


CASTRIES, St. Lucia (AP) 

— Investigators are trying 
to identify a body found 
burned beyond recogni¬ 
tion last week in a charred 
Range Rover near a luxury 
hotel on the north shore of 
this Caribbean island, po¬ 
lice said this week. 

Officials released scant de¬ 
tails at a news conference, 
but speculation was rife 
that the dead man was 
wealthy hotelier Oliver Go- 
bat, a St. Lucia native who 
also has British citizenship. 
He was reported missing 
Friday, 

the same day the body 
was found near his family’s 
upscale Cap Maison hotel 
and spa. 

Tourism Minister Lome 
Theophilus said only that 
the body was believed to 
be a “prominent St. Lucian 


resident associated with 
the tourism sector." 

On Wednesday, Gobat's 
family issued a statement 
saying they were devas¬ 
tated by his “sudden and 
tragic death. 

” They said he died Friday 
and they planned to hold a 
memorial service Saturday. 
They did not offer any spe¬ 
cifics on how Gobat died. 
Gobat is the son of Theo 
Gobat, who came to St. 
Lucia in the 1970s and ran 
several hotels. 

About six years ago, 
the family opened Cap 
Maison, a 49-room hotel 
spread out in villas that the 
younger Gobat managed. 
While British newspapers 
are identifying the corpse 
in the car as Gobat, 
Assistant Police Commis¬ 
sioner Frances Henry said 


officials were still trying to 
determine the identity and 
were working on getting fo¬ 
rensic assistance from over¬ 
seas. A police statement 
Tuesday said the body's 
identity could not be con¬ 
clusively determined “in 
the absence of scientific 
evidence.” 

An initial autopsy found evi¬ 
dence of head trauma and 
possible gunshot wounds, 
according to police. 

But they said the body was 
so badly burned it would re¬ 
quire further work to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death. 
St. Lucia, an island of 
about 163,000 people, has 
seen an increase in vio¬ 
lent crimes that authorities 
blame on drug trafficking. 
However, police reported 
34 killings last year, the low¬ 
est number in four years.Q 


vowed to avenge Otaiza’s 
slaying. “Let’s not forget 
the context of the last few 
months.” Interior Minister 
Manuel Rodriguez Torres 
gave few details about the 
investigation into Otaiza's 
killing, saying only that the 
arrested suspect had led 
police to identify the other 
alleged gunmen. The sus¬ 
pect’s name wasn't re¬ 
leased. Otaiza was one of 
the most loyal supporters of 
Chavez’s socialist revolu¬ 


tion. As a young army of¬ 
ficer, he backed Chavez's 
failed 1992 coup attempt 
and was responsible for 
his personal security guard 
when he was elected presi¬ 
dent in 1998. 

Otaiza later served as na¬ 
tional director of the coun¬ 
try’s intelligence service.

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Young EU members celebrate decade in rich club

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — It 

has been a time of monu¬ 
mental change for sev¬ 
eral former Soviet satel¬ 
lite states that joined the 
European Union 10 years 
ago: open markets and 
the free movement of 
people has spurred eco¬ 
nomic growth that at times 
dwarfed worldwide trends. 
The goods they produced 
reached millions of new 
consumers. But it also left 
some feeling they threw 
away the yoke of an over¬ 
bearing Moscow for an un¬ 
accountable Brussels. 

On May 1, 2004, in its big¬ 
gest single expansion, the 
EU took in 10 countries with 
some 74 million people. 
Seven entrants were either 
one-time Soviet republics 
or once part of the War¬ 
saw Pact: the Czech Re¬ 
public, Estonia, Hungary, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Poland 
and Slovakia. The others 
were Malta, Cyprus and 
Slovenia. 

In countries like Poland, 
a decade in one of the 
world’s most exclusive 
clubs has brought gallop¬ 
ing growth, even at time 
when many other parts of 
the union were beset by a 
crippling financial crisis. 
“Poland and other coun¬ 
tries in the region seized 
this chance offered to 
them by history and used it 
well,” Polish Prime Minister 
Donald Tusk said earlier this 
week as he presented a 
report on his country’s de¬ 


cade in the EU. 

EU accession, the report 
said, helped Poland in¬ 
crease exports to EU part¬ 
ners, brought funds fo help 
modernize roads, bridges, 
railways and wasfe-wa- 
fer treatment, and gave 
greater access for Poles to 
schools and jobs in more- 
developed countries to the 
West. Poland’s gross do¬ 
mestic product has grown 


49 percent since 2004, 
while the overall EU econ¬ 
omy grew 11 percent over 
the same period, the re¬ 
port said. Polish exports to 
EU partners tripled, reach¬ 
ing 115 billion euros (about 
$160 billion) last year. 


Membership in the bloc 
and a move westward has 
also offered an enhanced 
sense of security for some 
of fhe counfries in recent 
weeks, as newly assertive 
Russia has flexed its mus¬ 
cles in Ukraine, another for¬ 
mer Soviet republic. 

“For me, it is good that 
we are in the union,” said 
Leonard Kukiel, an eleva¬ 
tor engineer who works in 


Warsaw for U.S.-based Otis 
Elevator Co. — a job he 
said likely wouldn't have 
been possible without the 
EU. “The country also prof¬ 
ited, I can see that when 
I travel: Many good roads 
and highways make travel 


faster and more comfort¬ 
able. And visa-free travel is 
a very nice thing, too.” 

As for the neighboring 
Czech Republic, David 
Marek, chief economist 
at Patria Finance invest¬ 
ment bank in Prague, said 
EU membership had “an 
essential effect” on eco¬ 
nomic development, with 
exports rising some 130 per¬ 
cent since 2004 and huge 


foreign-investment inflows 
— 250 billion koruna ($12.5 
billion) in 2005 alone. 
Former Czech President 
Vaclav Klaus, however, has 
compared the 28-member 
European bloc to a Soviet- 
style dictatorship. He has 


criticized bloc rules that 
have given small countries 
like his little power com¬ 
pared to larger members 
like Germany, France and 
Poland, which is about 
as big as all the other en¬ 
trants combined. Hungary 
has been among the big¬ 
gest beneficiaries of EU de¬ 
velopment funds, netting 
over 24 billion euros in the 
2007-2013 budget cycle. 
That’s enough to cover 97 
percent of its state devel¬ 
opment projects. But Zsofia 
Vermes, a 41-year-old sci¬ 
ence teacher, is among 
those Hungarians who be¬ 
lieve that EU funds have 
gone fo fhe wrong things. 

“I see parks and football 
stadiums being unveiled 
daily instead of more in¬ 
vestments in education 
and the health sector,” 
Vermes said. “I think priori¬ 
ties are getting mixed up 
and the important things 
are being relegated in fa¬ 
vor of flashy projects." 
Hungary's economic 
growth since 2004 was 
just 9 percent, and polls 
suggest Hungarians are 
among the least-satisfied 
members of the EU. 

Brussels has also been a 
restraining influence on 
Prime Minister Viktor Orban, 
whose government has 
been accused of weak¬ 
ening democratic checks 
and balances. Many Hun¬ 
garians back him: His right- 
wing, populist party won a 
new two-thirds majority in 
parliament in elections last 
month. □

5-year-old Puerto Rico fire extinguished

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — A fire that burned 
for more than five years at 
a tire disposal site in south¬ 
ern Puerto Rico has finally 
been extinguished, the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency announced 
Thursday. EPA officials said 
Puerto Rico’s government 
called them several weeks 
ago seeking help to extin¬ 
guish the fire at the Inte¬ 
grated Waste Manage¬ 
ment site in the southern 
coastal city of Penuelas. 
The pile of tires was 60 feet 
(18 meters) high, 150 feet 


(46 meters) long and 60 
feet (18 meters) wide. It 
first caught fire in August 
2008 and kept smoldering 
even though local officials 
had partially controlled the 
burn with dirt, the EPA said. 
“Certain types of industrial 
fires can smolder for a long 
time,” EPA spokesman Elias 
Rodriguez said in a phone 
interview. “It was some¬ 
thing that was persistent.” 
The EPA said it began work 
on March 18 and extin¬ 
guished the fire on April 
24. Officials said they took 
more than 12,000 tires to 
a recycling center and 
covered 8,000 cubic yards 


(6,100 cubic meters) of 
non-hazardous material 
with clean soil. 

EPA officials said their part 
of the cleanup cost some 
$400,000, and that they 
are looking for the facility's 
owners to hold them re¬ 
sponsible for the expense. 
Laura Velez, president of 
fhe Puerto Rico Environ¬ 
mental Quality Board, 
said the agency has is¬ 
sued several orders against 
the company in recent 
years but has received 
no response. She said in a 
phone interview that the 
government is still calculat¬ 
ing its cleanup costsO

Angeles Lakers coach Mike 
D'Antoni resigned Wednes¬ 
day after less than two 
seasons on the job. Team 
spokesman John Black 
confirmed D’Antoni’s res¬ 
ignation, ending the brief 
tenure of the Lakers’ fourth 


head coach in less than 
three years.n D'Antoni won 
67 of 154 games after tak¬ 
ing over the Lakers early in 
the 2012-13 season, replac¬ 
ing the fired Mike Brown, 
who lasted just 71 games 
after replacing 11-time 
NBA champion coach Phil 


Jackson in 2011. The injury- 
plagued Lakers were 27- 
55 this season, their worst 
campaign in more than 
50 years and the second- 
worst winning percentage 
in club history. With Kobe 
Bryant, Steve Nash and 
Pau Gasol sitting out large 


chunks of the season while 
the Lakers lost an NBA-worst 
319 man-games to injuries, 
the 16-time NBA champion 
franchise missed the play¬ 
offs for the first time in nine 
seasons and only the third 
time in 38 years.

Oldest Olympian, U.S. 
sharpshooter, dies at 106 


ARLINGTON, Virginia (AP) — Walter 
R. Walsh, the world's oldest living 
Olympian, has died. He was 106. 
USA Shooting says Walsh died on 
Tuesday — six days before his 107th 
birthday — at his home in Arlington. 
Walsh finished 12th in the men’s 
50-meter free pistol at the 1948 
London Olympics. He had already 
demonstrated his marksmanship 
working for the F.B.I. and the Ma¬ 
rine Corps. 

During the Depression, Walsh was 
instrumental in the capture and kill¬ 
ing of several gangsters, including 
discovering the body of Baby Face 
Nelson and catching Arthur (Doc) 
Barker.

“Given the circumstances, 

I don’t know that anybody 
could have done a better 
job than Mike did the past 
two seasons," Lakers gen¬ 
eral manager Mitch Kup- 
chak said. “On behalf of 
the Lakers, we thank Mike 
for the work ethic, profes¬ 
sionalism and positive at¬ 
titude that he brought to 
the team every day. We 
wish him the best of luck.” 


The 62-year-old D’Antoni 
had one year left on his 
contract, but wanted the 
Lakers to pick up his op¬ 
tion year for 2015-16 to 
have any chance of suc¬ 
cess. The Lakers appar¬ 
ently refused, leading to 
D’Antoni’s resignation. 
D’Antoni walked away 
from a $4 million payday 
for next season, although 
he may receive a portion 
of fhaf money as sever¬ 
ance. 


A phone message left for 
D'Anfoni wasn't immedi¬ 
ately returned. Despite the 
Lakers' injuries on a roster 
consisting mostly of play¬ 
ers on one-year contracts, 
Los Angeles fans largely 
directed their anger dur¬ 
ing a rare down season 
toward D’Antoni. Lak¬ 
ers great Magic Johnson, 
who was sharply critical of 
D’Anfoni's coaching sfyle, 
hailed fhe news on his Twit¬ 
ter account. “Happy days 
are here again!” Johnson 
tweeted. “Mike D’Antoni 
resigns as the Lakers coach. 
I couldn’t be happier!” 
D’Antoni also coached the 
Suns and the Knicks, reach¬ 
ing two Western Confer¬ 
ence finals with Nash in 
Phoenix before having 
much less success in New 
York. D'Anfoni's signature 
up-tempo style of play 
seemed an odd mafch 
from the start with the ag¬ 
ing, ball-dominating Bryant 
and the Lakers, who ran 
Jackson’s deliberate trian¬ 
gle offense to perfection. 
Lakers owners Jerry and 


Jim Buss curiously chose 
D'Antoni to replace Brown 
over Jackson, who strongly 
contemplated a return for 
a third stint on the Los An¬ 
geles bench. Jackson be¬ 
came the president of the 
Knicks in March. 

Kupchak said he will begin 
the search immediately 
for the Lakers’ fifth head 
coach since 2011 —includ¬ 
ing Jackson, who walked 
away from fhe feam offer 
falling short of a third con¬ 
secutive championship. 
D’Antoni’s departure will 
allow the Lakers’ overhaul 
to begin in earnest after 
their worst season since 
1957-58 back in Minne¬ 
apolis. Los Angeles missed 
the postseason for just the 
second time in the 17-sea- 
son career of Bryant, who 
occasionally clashed with 
D'Antoni. 

The Lakers have a top-10 
pick in a strong draft and 
just three players under 
contract for next season, 
including Nash and Bryant. 
The fourth-leading scorer in 
NBA history will make more 


than $48 million over the 
next two years. 

D'Antoni realized he would 
take the blame for the 
Lakers’ woes this season, 
and the veteran coach 
seemed comfortable with 
the prospect when the 
team packed up for the 
summer. 

“Every coach should be 
under scrutiny," D'Antoni 
said two weeks ago. “Some 
coaches get fired even af¬ 
ter the best years they’ve 
ever had. ... There's always 
things we could have done 
better, and it’s easier with 
hindsight. Things don’t al¬ 
ways go smoothly. For the 
most part, our guys were 
very competitive. For us, 
there are some silver lin¬ 
ings in there, but in hind¬ 
sight, it's disappointing for 
everybody, "q

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Amir 
Khan got a fight in the 
weight division he wanted 
and on the card he want¬ 
ed. 

He just didn’t get the oppo¬ 
nent he wanted. 

A loser in the sweepstakes 
to fight Floyd Mayweather 
Jr., Khan had to settle for 
the next best thing: A spot 
on top of the undercard 
on Saturday in Mayweath- 
er’s welterweight title fight 
against Marcos Maidana. 

“I would have loved to 
fight Floyd Mayweather, 
but I believe it's really for 
the best," Khan said. “It 
gives me a chance to get 
to 147 (pounds) and feel 
my way.” 

Khan moves up from light 
welterweight to welter¬ 
weight to fight former 
champion Luis Collazo in a 
fight that will do more than 
just test his ability at the 
higher weight. It could also 
serve as an audition for a 
possible fight against May¬ 
weather in September, as¬ 
suming Mayweather does 
what oddsmakers here ex¬ 
pect and beats Maidana. 
The silver medalist for Eng¬ 


land in the 2004 Olympics is 
in desperate need of a big 
win to kick start a stalled 
career. Khan will be fight¬ 
ing for the first time in more 
than a year, and he strug¬ 
gled in his last outing last 
April to beat Julio Diaz in 
Sheffield, England. 

“People always remember 
you from your lasf fight, 
and my last fight wasn't 
my best,” Khan said. “We 
want to steal the show and 
have fans talking about our 
fight.” 

Khan was more than just 
in the running to fight 
Mayweather at the MGM 
Grand hotel. He and Maid¬ 
ana were the two finalists in 
an online poll Mayweather 
conducted to have fans 
pick his opponent. 

Fans picked Khan, but May¬ 
weather went with Maid¬ 
ana anyway. The decision 
stung even more because 
Khan passed on a welter¬ 
weight title fight with Dev¬ 
on Alexander in December 
so he wouldn't jeopardize 
his shot at Mayweather. 
Khan (28-3, 19 knockouts) 
was philosophical about 
not getting the Mayweath¬ 
er fight, saying it gives him 
more time to work with new 


trainer Virgil Hunter while 
also adapting to a new 
weight class. But he recog¬ 
nizes Mayweather can’t be 
on his mind when he enters 
the ring before a capacity 
crowd waiting to see May¬ 
weather fight Maidana. 
“People are saying I'm 
looking past Luis Collazo for 
Floyd Mayweather," Khan 
said. “If I lose this fight, 
there is no fight with Floyd.” 
Collazo is not the kind of 
fighter anyone can over¬ 
look, though Khan is a 3-1 
favorite among this city’s 
oddsmakers. Collazo (35- 
5, 18 knockouts) is a for¬ 
mer two-time champion 
coming off an impressive 
knockout of Victor Ortiz, 
who in 2006 gave Khan's 
countryman Ricky Hatton 
a tough fight before losing 
a decision. 

Khan, who beat Maidana 
in 2011, has been working 
with Hunter in his last two 
fights after splitting with 
Freddie Roach. He said he 
has improved his defense 
and gotten away from the 
wild brawling that has cost 
him at critical times in his 
career. 

“I used to take silly shots; 
I used to jump onto a lot 


of the shots, which I be¬ 
lieve are probably twice as 
hard as when you do get 
hit," Khan said. “So we've 
worked on being smart, 
being patient, using the 
defense and the offense at 
the right time. He’s making 
me understand the sport of 
boxing.” 

Despite losing out on fight¬ 
ing Mayweather, Khan is 
getting the same $1.5 mil¬ 
lion payday that Maidana 


will receive. It could be 
much bigger in his next fight 
should he feel comfortable 
at his new weight and look 
good against Collazo. 

“I'm so much stronger, I 
haven’t killed myself mak¬ 
ing weight like in the past,” 
Khan said. “It used to be the 
last seven, eight pounds 
were the hardest. I’d stop 
eating and drinking. Now I 
can eat what I want when 
I want.”Q

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As Facebook matures, it looks to grow mobile reach

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 

— Mark Zuckerberg, like 
Facebook, is maturing. 
The soon-to-be 30-year- 
old chief executive of the 
decade-old social net¬ 
working company grew re¬ 
flective as he stood before 
hundreds of app develop¬ 
ers fo announce a host of 
mobile features designed 
to put “people first.” 

“We used to have this fa¬ 
mous mantra, ‘move fast 
and break things,"’ Zucker¬ 
berg said at Facebook's f8 
developer conference in 
San Francisco. 

But moving quickly was 
sometimes so important 
that Facebook’s engi¬ 
neers would tolerate a few 
bugs, or push ouf products 
that were not always fully 
baked. Fixing the bugs, 
Zuckerberg said, “was 
slowing us down." Back- 
pedaling on features that 
didn't work — or that users 
didn't like — slowed things, 
too, though Zuckerberg 
did not mention that. 
Facebook’s new mantra 
may not be as sexy. Zuck¬ 
erberg pointed to a new 
sign that read “Move fast 
with stable infra," as in in¬ 
frastructure, and the audi¬ 
ence laughed. Stability, it 
turns out, is the new max¬ 
im, and the era of breaking 
things is over. 

In a rare bit of onstage ru¬ 
mination reflecting on the 
past decade, Zuckerberg 
said he and other Face- 
book employees realized 
they had created a cul¬ 
ture of quick-witted, fast- 
moving engineers who 
took pride in being “hack¬ 
ers” who consistently put 
the company's best inter¬ 
ests ahead of what users 
wanted. 

Now, Zuckerberg says, the 
goal is “to build a culture 
of loving fhe people we 
serve fhaf is as strong if not 
stronger than our culture 
of hacking at Facebook. 
I hope you can see the 
seeds of some of fhis to¬ 
day in what we are talking 
about.” 

The last time Facebook 
held a conference for app 
developers was in 2011. 
Thaf was before fhe com¬ 
pany attracted 1.28 bil¬ 
lion users, before if went

public, before it began 
showing mobile advertise¬ 
ments and before it paid 
eye-popping amounts of 
money fo acquire popular 
apps like Insfagram and 
WhatsApp. 

In the tech world, three 
years can be a lifetime. 
Facebook's focus is now 
squarely on the mobile 
space, not just its own ap¬ 
plications but those built by 
outside developers. 

“As you get older you do 
gain perspective, and 
Facebook has,” said David 
Kirkpatrick, author of “The 
Facebook Effect,” a chron¬ 
icle of the company’s early 
years. 

“It's astonishing that a 
10-year-old company 
should be in a position to 
have as much influence in 
so many things in society 
as they do," he said. “And 
I think they are starting to 
take a much more seri¬ 
ous approach to the op¬ 
portunity and responsibility 
that goes along with their 
scale.” 

As part of its mobile, peo¬ 
ple-first focus, Facebook 
says it will let users log in to 
apps anonymously, with¬ 
out sharing their identities 
and personal information 
with mobile applications 
they don’t trust. 
Facebook’s users can al¬ 
ready use a “log in with 
Facebook” button to sign 


up for apps that let them 
listen to music, play games, 
read the news and monitor 
fitness activities. But using 
the button allows apps to 
access information relat¬ 
ed to the Facebook user's 
identity. 

With the anonymous login, 
Facebook will have infor¬ 
mation about users but the 
apps won't. Zuckerberg 
said the feature will let 
more people to try out new 
apps that they may not 
trust yet with their personal 
information. App devel¬ 
opers have the option of 
including the anonymous 
login as a feature, but they 
won’t have to. 

The company is also 
launching more granular 
controls that let people 
determine the types of in¬ 


formation they share with 
apps when they want to 
use their Facebook identity 
to log in. Previously, apps 
could decide what infor¬ 
mation they wanted to 
access on people’s Face- 
book pages — such as 
people’s birthday, friends 
list or email address. Now, 
people can uncheck 
each, or all of these things. 
Analysts suspect Face¬ 
book's evolution isn't as 
much an epiphany about 
privacy as it is about Zuck¬ 
erberg’ realization that the 
company has to take steps 
to ensure it holds on to its 
users and grapples with 
more competition. 

“If Facebook has some 
sense that they are going 
to walk away because 
they don't feel like fhey 


are being put first, then 
they have a real problem 
on their hands. So, they are 
giving users some new fea¬ 
tures that they have been 
looking for a long time," 
said Gartner analyst Brian 
Blau. 

Facebook also took the 
wraps off ifs long-awaited 
mobile advertising net¬ 
work, called “Audience 
Network,” a product that 
enables Facebook to sell 
ads in mobile applications 
besides its own. For exam¬ 
ple, Coca Cola can show 
ads on a mobile game 
that a Facebook user has 
downloaded on his or her 
phone. The service will in¬ 
crease its competition with 
Google, which dominates 
the mobile advertising 
market and has its own ad 
network. Twitter is expect¬ 
ed to announce its own, 
too. 

“Everything is going mobile 
right now, so in order to 
compete with companies 
like Google, it needs to 
have a strong mobile app, 
which it already does, and 
a strong way of delivering 
mobile advertising — not 
just within Facebook but 
across a network of mobile 
apps,” said Debra Aho Wil¬ 
liamson, an analyst with re¬ 
search firm eMarkefer. 
Williamson believes Face¬ 
book’s ad network will help 
improve the health of the 
overall advertising busi¬ 
ness. Many mobile apps 
will likely be eager to work 
with Facebook because 
its social network already 
has relationships with more 
than 1 million advertis¬ 
ers and has accumulated 
valuable insights into peo¬ 
ple's interests.Q

update for Internet Explorer

Microsoft reported the 
problem Saturday, saying 


it was aware of “limited, 
targeted attacks” and that 
the vulnerability affected 
Internet Explorer versions 6 
through 11 

The company said users 
with automatic updates 
enabled don't need to 
take any action.

NYSE and three 
affiliates to pay 
$4.5M penalty 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

New York Stock Exchange 
and three affiliates have 
agreed to pay a $4.5 mil¬ 
lion penalty to settle feder¬ 
al regulators' charges that 
they repeatedly violated 
rules governing the han¬ 
dling of orders and other 
practices. 

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission an¬ 
nounced Thursday the 
settlement with the NYSE, 
its trading platforms NYSE 
Area and NYSE MKT, and 
affiliated brokerage Archi¬ 
pelago Securities. The or¬ 
ganizations also agreed to 
hire an independent con¬ 
sultant. The NYSE and the 
three affiliates neither ad¬ 
mitted nor denied the SEC 
allegations. 

The SEC said the rule viola¬ 
tions occurred from 2008 to 
2012. They included oper¬ 
ating a facility for trading 
blocks of stocks in a man¬ 
ner that didn’t comply with 
the rules for a period of 
time, according to the SEC. 
In another case, the NYSE 
allegedly allowed some 
customers to operate their 
computer trading systems 
under different terms from 
others. The NYSE “failed to 
live up to its obligations” 
by failing to comply with 
its own rules in some cases 
and not having rules in oth¬ 
er cases where it should, 
SEC Enforcement Direc¬ 
tor Andrew Ceresny told 
reporters in a conference 
call. The NYSE operates as 
a so-called self-regulatory 
organization, which re¬ 
quires it to comply with 
operating rules and also to 
monitor the compliance of 
companies that are mem¬ 
bers of the exchange. 

The SEC did not allege 
that the NYSE's conduct 
harmed investors. But it said 
that some of the alleged 
violations, such as the dif¬ 
fering terms for trading sys¬ 
tems, could unfairly benefit 
some traders over others 
in the absence of a rule to 
ensure fair treatment. 

The SEC has been inves¬ 
tigating the practice of 
co-location, in which high¬ 
speed trading firms rent 
computer space close to 
an exchange's system.O

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Exxon Mobil profit falls for a 4th quarter running

HOUSTON - For the fourth 
quarter in a row, Exxon Mo¬ 
bil on Thursday reported 
lower profit because of 
falling production volumes 
and disappointing earnings 
from its international refin¬ 
ing and chemicals busi¬ 
nesses. 

But analysts said the results 
exceeded expectations 
in large part because the 
company succeeded in 
cutting costs, particularly in 
exploration for oil and gas, 
which helped increase the 
company’s profitability. Ris¬ 
ing U.S. natural gas prices. 


largely because of cold 
winter, also helped Exxon 
Mobil, which is the largest 
domestic gas producer. 
Nevertheless the company, 
like several of the interna¬ 
tional majors, continues to 
struggle to keep produc¬ 
tion up even as smaller in¬ 
dependent companies are 
benefiting more from the 
drilling boom across the 
shale oil and gas fields in 
North Dakota and Texas. 
Exxon Mobil’s oil and gas 
production declined 5.6 
percent compared with a 
year ago. 

Exxon Mobil is heavily in¬ 
vested in Russia, adding to 


concerns about its ability to 
expand in the future should 
Western sanctions tighten 
in response to Russian poli¬ 
cies toward Ukraine. Never¬ 
theless the company raised 
its quarterly dividend by 10 
percent Wednesday. 

“The company is off to a 
good start in 2014,” said 
Brian M. Youngberg, senior 
energy analyst at Edward 
Jones. “Oil volumes held 
up better and were more 
in line with expectations. 
However, volumes contin¬ 
ued their downward trend 
overall, and we continue 
to doubt the company can 
attain its goal of keeping 


volumes flat in 2014 relative 
to 2013 and then grow be¬ 
ginning in 2015.” 

Youngberg noted that the 
last quarter that Exxon Mo¬ 
bil showed improving prof¬ 
its was the first quarter of 
last year. Still, he added, “If 
they can improve earnings 
per barrel without growth, 
investors will likely be ac¬ 
cepting of that." 

Exxon, based in Texas and 
still the largest domestic oil 
company, reported first- 
quarter net income of $9.1 
billion, reduced from $9.5 
billion a year ago. Revenue 
eased slightly to $106.8 bil¬ 
lion, from $108.8 billion a 


year ago. 

Despite the lackluster re¬ 
sults, there were bright 
spots. The company man¬ 
aged to cut its capital and 
exploration costs by 28 per¬ 
cent, burnishing its reputa¬ 
tion as one of the most dis¬ 
ciplined companies in the 
global oil patch. 

Company executives con¬ 
tinue to express optimism 
that they can ramp up 
profitable oil and gas pro¬ 
duction again over the 
next few years with help 
from projects in Argentina, 
Papua New Guinea, Tan¬ 
zania, Malaysia, Indonesia 
and Russia. □

DEARBORN, Mich. - Ford 
Motor said Thursday that 
its chief executive, Alan 
R. Mulally, would retire on 
July 1 and be succeeded 
by Mark Fields, a veteran 
executive who has played 
a crucial role in the com¬ 
pany’s turnaround. 

Mulally had been expect¬ 
ed to retire this year, end¬ 
ing a spectacular run as 
chief executive since join¬ 
ing Ford when it was strug¬ 
gling for survival in 2006. 

The transition to Fields, a 
25-year veteran of the 
company, as leader of the 
nation's second-largest 
automaker has also been 
widely expected since he 
was elevated to chief op¬ 
erating officer two years 
ago. 

Still, Mulally's departure will 


end an era at Ford, in which 
the company borrowed 
billions of dollars to pay for 
a deep restructuring that 
allowed the company to 
avoid the bankruptcies and 


bailouts that overcame its 
chief U.S. rivals. General 
Motors and Chrysler. “Alan 
deservedly will be long re¬ 
membered for engineering 
one of the most success¬ 


ful business turnarounds in 
history," said William Clay 
Ford Jr., the company’s ex¬ 
ecutive chairman. “Under 
Alan’s leadership, Ford not 
only survived the global 
economic crisis, it emerged 
as one of the world’s stron¬ 
gest auto companies." 
Mulally, 68, joined Ford 
from Boeing and immedi¬ 
ately began streamlining 
the company by trimming 
vehicle programs and re¬ 
aligning its vast bureaucra¬ 
cy and regional divisions 
under a turnaround plan 
known as One Ford. 

Fields played a big part 
in the comeback as the 
head of the automaker’s 
Americas division, which 
cut thousands of jobs and 
closed factories to better 
align Ford's production with 
its U.S. market share. Since 
becoming chief operating 


officer in December 2012, 
he has become increasing¬ 
ly visible in the company, 
running the weekly strategy 
meetings and overseeing 
Ford's global auto opera¬ 
tions. 

“Under Alan’s leadership, 
we have seen the power of 
One Ford and what a cul¬ 
ture of positive leadership 
and working together can 
accomplish," Fields said. 
“My commitment is to build 
on that success by accel¬ 
erating our pace of prog¬ 
ress.” 

Fields will face big chal¬ 
lenges in the coming year 
as the new chief execu¬ 
tive, including overseeing 
the introduction of the first 
pickup truck with a body 
made mostly out of alu¬ 
minum and continuing to 
pare the company’s losses 
in Europe. □

MasterCard first quarter profit rises 14 percent

MasterCard’s net income 
climbed 14 percent in the 
first quarter, as increased 
spending by cardholders 
worldwide helped boost 
revenue. 

The results beat Wall Street 
estimates, sending the Pur¬ 
chase, New York-compa- 
ny’s shares higher in after¬ 
noon trading Thursday. 

The company also flagged 
that it sees potentially seri¬ 
ous complications from a 
proposed payments law 


that Russia is considering. 
Lawmakers in Russia are 
eyeing enacting changes 
to the structure of the do¬ 
mestic payments market 
in response to the impact 
of sanctions by the West 
amid rising tensions in the 
Ukraine. Although Rus¬ 
sia accounts for roughly 2 
percent of MasterCard’s 
revenue, the company is 
worried about the impact 
a new payments market 
law would have on Master¬ 
Card’s business. 

“There are provisions there 


that I believe would create 
serious complications for 
the way that we can oper¬ 
ate in that market,” Mas¬ 
terCard President and CEO 
Ajay Banga said during a 
conference call with Wall 
Street analysts. 

Banga noted that the situ¬ 
ation is fluid, which makes 
it difficult to gauge the po¬ 
tential impact of any new 
payments laws beyond this 
year. 

“Overall, we expect a small 
impact from this current 
Russian situation on our re¬ 


sults for 2014,” Banga said. 
Despite its concerns, the 
company did not update 
its 2014 earnings guidance. 
MasterCard is the world’s 
second-largest processor 
of debit and credit card 
payments. Like its bigger 
rival. Visa Inc., it benefits 
from heightened consumer 
spending. 

An unusually bitter winter 
sent factories, hiring and 
consumer spending into hi¬ 
bernation earlier this year, 
but spending rebounded 
last month. U.S. consumer 


spending jumped 0.9 per¬ 
cent in March, the largest 
monthly gain since April 
2009, the Commerce De¬ 
partment said Thursday. 
The department also raised 
its estimate of fhe spending 
increase in February to 0.5 
percent from 0.3 percent. 
Worldwide purchase vol¬ 
ume during the January- 
March quarter vaulted 12.7 
percent to $759 billion ver¬ 
sus a year earlier. Spending 
on purchases rose nearly 9 
percent in the U.S. to $268 
billion. □

Nelson Wiseman, a po¬ 
litical science professor at 
the University of Toronto, 
said the latest develop¬ 
ments reinforced his belief 
that Ford had no chance 
of re-election and was 
likely to withdraw from 
the race.

Experiment grows new muscle in men’s injured legs

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Scientists implanted thin 
sheets of scaffolding-like 
material from pigs into a 
few young men with dis¬ 
abling leg injuries — and 
say the experimental 
treatment coaxed the 
men's own stem cells to 
regrow new muscle. 

The research, funded by 
the Defense Department, 
included just five patients, 
a small first step in the 
complex quest for regen¬ 
erative medicine. 

But the researchers de¬ 
scribed some of the men 
improving enough to no 
longer need canes, or to 
ride a bicycle again, after 
years of living with injuries 
that today have no good 
treatment. 

“The real rush for some¬ 
one like myself is to see 
this patient being able 
to do these things and 
not struggle and have a 
smile on his face,” said 
Dr. Stephen Badylak of 
the University of Pittsburgh 
School of Medicine. He 
led the study, which was 
reported Wednesday in 
the journal Science Trans¬ 
lational Medicine. 

Muscles have some natu¬ 
ral ability to regenerate 
after small injuries. But if 
too much is lost — from a 
car accident, a sports in¬ 
jury or, for soldiers, a bomb 
blast — the body can't 
heal properly. Hard scar 
tissue fills the gap instead. 
Called volumetric muscle 


loss, a severe enough in¬ 
jury can leave an arm or 
leg essentially useless. 

The new experiment com¬ 
bines bioengineering with 
a heavy dose of physi¬ 
cal therapy to spur stem 
cells that are roaming the 
body to settle on the in¬ 
jury and turn into the right 
kind of tissue to repair it. 
First, surgeons remove the 
scar tissue. 

Then they implant some¬ 
thing called an “extracel¬ 
lular matrix” derived from 
pigs. It's the connective 
scaffolding that remains 
after cells are removed 


from a tissue. (Without 
cells, the immune system 
doesn't reject it.) Such 
material has been used 
for many years as a kind 
of mesh in treatments for 
skin ulcers and in hernia 
repair. 

What’s new here: The ma¬ 
trix temporarily fills in the 
injury, between edges 
of remaining muscle. As 
the scaffolding slowly de¬ 
grades, it releases chemi¬ 
cal signals that attract 
stem cells to the site, Ba¬ 
dylak said. 

Then physical therapy 
puts tension on the spot, 
in turn signaling the stem 
cells that they need to 
form strong, stretchy mus¬ 
cle tissue, he said. With¬ 
out the exercise, Badylak 
cautioned, those cells 
won't get the message to 
boost muscle mass, and 
scar tissue could return. 


To start proving that's 
what happens, Bady- 
lak’s team first removed 
chunks of leg muscle from 
mice and administered 
the treatment. In-depth 
tests showed which cells 
moved in, and showed 
that they created working 
muscle. 

Then it was time for hu¬ 
man testing, with three 
military veterans and two 
civilians. Each had lost 
between 60 percent and 
90 percent of an affected 
leg muscle — two from 
the thigh, the rest from the 
lower leg — anywhere 
from about a year to sev¬ 
en years earlier. 

The men, in their 20s and 
30s, underwent a few 
months of customized 
physical therapy to get 
their muscle function to its 
maximum capacity. 

Then they received the 
implants, followed by 
more physical therapy 
that began within 48 
hours after surgery. 

Six months later, biop¬ 
sies and medical scans 
showed some new mus¬ 
cle grew in all the men. 
Three patients were offi¬ 
cially deemed a success 
because their legs were 
stronger by 20 percent 
or more after the sur¬ 
gery. They had dramatic 
improvements in tests 
showing they could hop 
or squat on the injured 
leg. Badylak said the two 
other men had some im¬ 
provement in balance 
and quality of life, but 
not enough to meet the 
study's definition of suc¬ 
cess. 

Nick Clark, 34, suffered se¬ 
vere muscle loss after he 
broke his lower leg in a 
skiing accident. He had a 
hard time balancing and 
taking stairs, and some¬ 


times needed a cane. He 
tried to ride his bike but his 
left leg was too weak to 
pedal far. 

He received the experi¬ 
mental therapy in 2012. It 
didn’t restore him to nor¬ 
mal, but he now reports 
biking “quite a distance” 
and playing pingpong, 
his left leg finally strong 
enough to pivot around 
the table. 

“Day to day, that’s had 
a pretty big impact just 
to be able to walk that 
much better,” Clark said. 
“It's been a significant dif¬ 
ference. I was hoping for 
more improvement when 
I first did it, but yeah. I'm 
definitely still pleased with 
it.” 

Researchers around the 
country are exploring dif¬ 
ferent ways to spur the 
regeneration of various 
body parts, and many 
focus on injecting stem 
cells or tissues grown from 
them. Wednesday's ap¬ 
proach is more novel. 

“This strategy obviously 
has some merit,” said pro¬ 
fessor George Christ of the 
Wake Forest Institute for 
Regenerative Medicine, 
who wasn't involved with 
the new study. While larg¬ 
er studies must verify the 
findings, “the concept of 
physical therapy coupled 
with these regenerative 
strategies is going to be 
really important." 

The Pittsburgh study is 
continuing, and Badylak 
would like to test as many 
as 50 more patients. He 
said that the technique 
probably would work 
better after a recent in¬ 
jury but that researchers 
needed to begin with 
old injuries to prove that 
physical therapy alone 
couldn’t explain the mus¬ 
cle regrowth.Q

$12.99 and 209 countries 
starting Friday, grew out 
of the three-year Bridge 
Project, a trans-Atlantic 
partnership that united 
The Old Vic, The Brooklyn 
Academy of Music and 
Sam Mendes’ Neal Street 
Productions. 

The project included “The

Spacey and Mendes bat¬ 
ted around ideas about 
how best to commemo¬ 
rate the company. 

"We both felt it was so 
unique that there had to 
be some way we could 
maybe capture it,” says 
Spacey. They settled on a 


documentary, but not a 
self-congratulatory one. 

“I really didn’t want to 
set out to make a kind of 
inside, lovey, aren’t-we- 
fabulous thing, but more a 
real examination for peo¬ 
ple who just don’t know 
what the process of do¬ 
ing theater is really like, a 
chance to peek behind 
that curtain,” he said. 
Whelehan said he and his 
crew tried to capture the 
three layers of each of the 
performers — as charac¬ 
ters onstage, as working 
actors behind the scenes, 
and also as people. The 
company members of¬ 
fered full access in ex¬ 
change for veto rights of 
anything embarrassing. 
“They were so disarming 
and actually discreet and 
deferential that we just got 
used to it after a while," 
said Gemma Jones, who 
played Queen Margaret.

Dylan’s ‘Like a 
Rolling Stone’ 
heads to auction

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 

the most popular songs of 
all time. Bob Dylan’s “Like 
a Rolling Stone,” is going to 
auction this summer. 
Sotheby’s is offering a 
working draft of the fin¬ 
ished song, in Dylan’s own 
hand, for an estimated $1 
million to $2 million. 

The song is about a debu¬ 
tante who becomes a 
loner when she’s cast from 
upper-class social circles. 


The draft is written in pen¬ 
cil on four sheets of hotel 
letterhead stationery with 
revisions, additions, notes 
and doodles: a hat, a bird, 
an animal with antlers. The 
stationery comes from the 
Roger Smith hotel in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

“How does it feel To be on 
your own” it says in Dylan’s 
handwriting. “No direction 
home Like a complete un¬ 
known Like a rolling stone.” 
Scrawls seem to reflect the 
artist's experimentation 
with rhymes. 

The name “Al Capone” 
is scrawled in the margin, 
with a line leading to the 
lyrics “Like a complete un¬ 
known.” 

Another note says: “...dry 
vermouth, you'll tell the 
truth..." 

Dylan was only 24 when he 
recorded the song in 1965. 
The auction is June 24 as 
part of Sotheby's rock and 
pop music sale.Q 


‘Belle’ is diverse, female-led 
on and off camera

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Brit¬ 
ish director Amma Asante 
knows how hard it is to get 
a costume drama off the 
ground — especially when 
it stars a black female new¬ 
comer and is directed by a 
black female with only one 
previous film to her credit. 
But for the 18th century-set 
“Belle,” Asante fought for 
diversity and the feminine 
eye in front of and behind 
the camera. “We need a 
variety of lenses in which to 
tell these stories,” she says. 
“Being in a strong posi¬ 
tion where you can make 
the decisions ... I have a 
responsibility to open up 
those opportunities." 

Now, for its next hurdle: 
“Belle” opens in limited re¬ 
lease on Friday, up against 
no other than “The Amaz¬ 
ing Spider-Man 2,” the sum¬ 
mer’s first blockbuster. But 
more on that later. 

Based on real events, 
“Belle” tells the story of a 
mixed-race woman. Dido 
Elizabeth Belle, who was 


raised in British aristocra¬ 
cy at a time when such a 
thing was unheard of. It not 
only stars English newbie 
Mbatha-Rawin the title role, 
but it was penned by black 
British writer Misan Sagay 
(“Their Eyes Were Watching 
God”), scored by Rachel 
Portman (“Chocolat"), the 
costumes were conceived 
by a woman and it was ed¬ 
ited by women. 

Asante points out that for 
women and minorities, 
landing quality jobs is dif¬ 
ficult in the U.K., just as it 
is in America, since most 
producers envision a di¬ 
rector that “doesn’t come 
in my shape or color,” she 
says. Having only one film 
under her belt didn't help 
her cause, either. (Her di¬ 
rectorial debut, the BAFTA 
award-winning “A Way of 
Life,” was released in 2004.) 
“But I’ve at least arrived 
at an age group that ap¬ 
pears appropriate,” laughs 
the 44-year-old in a recent 
phone interview from New 
York. Now, Asante is deter¬ 
mined to get other ladies 


in the door. “My stories are 
about women so why not 
have women help make 
them?” 

That’s not to say that a 
man or somebody not of 
color couldn’t have done 
a great job on “Belle,” says 
Mbatha-Raw over coffee 
in Los Angeles. “But the nu¬ 
ances Amma is interested 
in exploring come out from 
that perspective," she says. 
“She is very feminine and 
glamorous. She brings that 
quality and beauty out in 
‘Belle.’” 

Intrigued by a double por¬ 
trait he saw of Dido and 
her white cousin. Lady 
Elizabeth Murray, “Belle" 
producer Damian Jones 
(“The Iron Lady”) knew he 
wanted to bring Dido's sto¬ 
ry to the screen — and that 
Asante should direct it. 
But, he says, “I was told, ‘a 
black director with a black 
lead, good luck.’ The proj¬ 
ect was a tough sale.” 
According to Asante, de¬ 
velopment of a “Belle” 
script for HBO began, and 
then fell through. 

But with the help of the Brit¬ 
ish Film Institute, produc¬ 
tion on a theatrical feature 
version of “Belle" began in 
2012. 

Still, the script went through 
a number of revisions be¬ 
fore production began. 
“It had been a fight all the 
way because it was a dif¬ 
ferent way of approaching 
the story," said Sagay. 
“Belle” weaves in the histor¬ 
ical 1781 Zong Massacre, 
in which 142 enslaved Afri¬ 
cans were drowned in the 
Caribbean by the crew of 
the British slave ship Zong. 
The slave owners made an 
insurance claim for the loss 
of the slaves, which was 
challenged by the insurers 
and wound up in the British 
courts. 

The chief justice ultimately 
deciding the case was 
Lord Mansfield (Tom Wilkin¬ 
son), Dido’s great uncle 
with whom she lived after 
her Royal Navy admiral fa¬ 
ther sets sail for the Indies. 
Mansfield ruled in favor of 
the insurers and his verdict 
led to the end of the British 
slave trade in 1807. □

Challenging Putin’s Values

It is, in a way, too bad that Cliven 
Bundy - the rancher who be¬ 
came a right-wing hero after 
refusing to pay fees for grazing 
his animals on federal land, and 
bringing in armed men to sup¬ 
port his defiance - has turned 
out to be a crude racist. Why? 
Because his ranting has given 
conservatives an easy out, a way 
to dissociate themselves from his 
actions without facing up to the 
terrible wrong turn their move¬ 
ment has taken. 

For at the heart of the standoff 
was a perversion of the concept 
of freedom, which for too much 
of the right has come to mean 
the freedom of the wealthy to 
do whatever they want, without 
regard to the consequences for 
others. 

Start with the narrow issue of land 
use. For historical reasons, the 
federal government owns a lot 
of land in the West; some of that 
land is open to ranching, mining 
and so on. Like any landowner, 
the Bureau of Land Manage¬ 
ment charges fees for the use 
of its property. The only differ¬ 
ence from private ownership is 
that by all accounts the govern¬ 
ment charges too little - that is, it 
doesn’t collect as much money 
as it could, and in many cases 
doesn’t even charge enough to 
cover the costs that these private 
activities impose. In effect, the 
government is using its ownership 
of land to subsidize ranchers and 
mining companies at taxpayers’ 
expense. 

It’s true that some of the people 
profiting from implicit taxpayer 
subsidies manage, all the same, 
to convince themselves and oth¬ 
ers that they are rugged individu¬ 
alists. But they’re actually welfare 
queens of the purple sage. 

And this in turn means that treat¬ 
ing Bundy as some kind of liber¬ 
tarian hero is, not to put too fine 
a point on it, crazy. Suppose he 
had been grazing his cattle on 
land belonging to one of his 
neighbors, and had refused to 
pay for the privilege. That would 
clearly have been theft - and 
brandishing guns when someone 
tried to stop the theft would have 
turned it into armed robbery. The 
fact that in this case the public 
owns the land shouldn’t make 
any difference. 

So what were people like Sean 
Hannity of Fox News, who went 
all in on Bundy’s behalf, think¬ 
ing? Partly, no doubt, it was the 
general demonization of govern¬ 


ment - if someone looks as if he is 
defying Washington, he’s a hero, 
never mind the details. Partly, 
one suspects, it was also about 
race - not Bundy’s blatant rac¬ 
ism, but the general notion that 
government takes money from 
hard-working Americans and 
gives it to Those People. White 
people who wear cowboy hats 
while profiting from government 
subsidies just don’t fit the stereo- 
type. 

Most of all, however - or at least 
that’s how it seems to me - the 
Bundy fiasco was a byproduct of 
the dumbing down that seems 
ever more central to the way 
America’s right operates. 
American conservatism used to 
have room for fairly sophisticated 
views about the role of govern¬ 
ment. Its economic patron saint 
used to be Milton Friedman, who 
advocated aggressive money¬ 
printing, if necessary, to avoid 
depressions. It used to include 
environmentalists who took pol¬ 
lution seriously but advocated 
market-based solutions like cap- 
and-trade or emissions taxes 
rather than rigid rules. 

But today’s conservative lead¬ 
ers were raised on Ayn Rand’s 
novels and Ronald Reagan’s 
speeches (as opposed to his 
actual governance, which was 
a lot more flexible than the leg¬ 
end). They insist that the rights of 
private property are absolute, 
and that government is always 
the problem, never the solution. 
The trouble is that such beliefs 
are fundamentally indefensible 
in the modern world, which is rife 
with what economists call exter¬ 
nalities - costs that private ac¬ 
tions impose on others, but which 
people have no financial incen¬ 
tive to avoid. You might want, for 
example, to declare that what 
a farmer does on his own land 
is entirely his own business; but 
what if he uses pesticides that 
contaminate the water supply, 
or antibiotics that speed the evo¬ 
lution of drug-resistant microbes? 
You might want to declare that 
government intervention never 
helps; but who else can deal with 
such problems? 

Well, one answer is denial - insis¬ 
tence that such problems aren’t 
real, that they’re invented by elit¬ 
ists who want to take away our 
freedom. And along with this an- 
ti-intellectualism goes a general 
dumbing-down, an exaltation 
of supposedly ordinary folks who 
don’t hold with this kind of stuff. 
Think of it as the right’s duck-dy¬ 
nastic moment. 

You can see how Bundy, who 
came across as a straight-talk¬ 
ing Marlboro Man, fit right into 
that mindset. Unfortunately, 
he turned out to be a bit more 
straight-talking than expected. 
I’d like to think that the whole 
Bundy affair will cause at least 
some of the people who backed 
him to engage in self-reflection, 
and ask how they ended up 
lending support, even briefly, to 
someone like that. But I don’t ex¬ 
pect it to happen.Q

While you can talk about Ukraine 
until the cows come home, this 
story is 95 percent about Vladimir 
Putin and how he has chosen to 
define Russia’s interests. The truth 
is, Russia and its neighbors need 
a different definition of Russia’s 
interests. That, however, raises a 
series of questions: Can Moscow 
ever define its interests differently 
under Putin? If not, how do we 
deter him without also weakening 
Russia to the point of instability? 
And if we do induce such instabil¬ 
ity over time with sanctions, do we 
know what comes next and will 
we be better off? 

I think America and the European 
Union have done exactly the right 
thing in ratcheting up sanctions 
on Putin, to try to stop him from 
destabilizing Ukraine further and 
preventing the presidential elec¬ 
tions there on May 25 from pro¬ 
ducing a legitimate government. 
But we’d also better be ready for 
the consequences of success. 
When we lived in a world of walls 
- during the Cold War era - weak¬ 
ening Russia was a strategy that 
seemed to have only upsides. But 
in a world of webs, a world that 
is not only more interconnected 
but interdependent, the steps 
we take to make Russia weaker 
can also come back to haunt us. 
When the world gets this tightly 
interwoven, not only can your 
friends kill you as quickly as your 
rivals (see Greece), but your rivals 
crumbling can be as dangerous 
as your rivals rising (see Russia or 
China). 

Russia still has thousands of nu¬ 


clear warheads that need to be 
controlled, and hundreds of nu¬ 
clear bomb-designers. We need 
Russia’s help to control mafia 
crime, drug trafficking and cyber¬ 
crime. And we need a stable Rus¬ 
sia to serve as a counterbalance 
to China, to be a global energy 
supplier and to provide a social 
safety net for all its elderly. 

The sanctions thus far will not crip¬ 
ple Russia, but, over time, they will 
sap its strength, and, if widened, 
will really hurt. Will Putin change? 
Today’s globalization doesn’t 
mean leaders won’t do crazy, ag¬ 
gressive or nationalistic things that 
rattle markets and seemingly defy 
their economic interests. Putin 
has already confirmed that. But 
it does mean that whatever price 
an autocrat is willing to pay for 
such behavior will almost always 
be bigger, and come faster, than 
anticipated. Look how just our lim¬ 
ited sanctions triggered a stam¬ 
pede by the electronic herd of 
global investors who have pulled 
more than $50 billion out of Russia 
this year. Standard & Poor’s just 
cut Russia’s rating to one notch 
above junk status, raising its bor¬ 
rowing costs. The same day, Rus¬ 
sia’s central bank boosted a cru¬ 
cial interest rate from 7 percent 
to 7.5 percent to try to stave off a 
run on the ruble. Russia’s currency 
has lost nearly 8 percent against 
the dollar this year, while its stock 
market is off 13 percent. 
Bloomberg News reported last 
week that: “Russia scrapped 
bond sales for the seventh time 
in eight weeks as investors de¬ 
manded higher yields.” That is 
why S&P added that continued 
regional tensions could “further 
undermine already weakening 
growth prospects.”! take no joy in 
seeing Russia put under econom¬ 
ic stress, and we should be ready 
to consider its legitimate interests 
in terms of protecting its borders. 
But the problem today is how Pu¬ 
tin defines those interests. It’s bo¬ 
gus. After all, what is Ukraine trying 
to do? Host U.S. nuclear missiles? 
No. Join NATO? No. It isn’t even 


trying to become a full member 
of the EU. It wants to sign an “As¬ 
sociation Agreement” that would 
provide Ukrainian companies 
more unfettered access to Euro¬ 
pean markets and require them 
to abide by EU regulations, which 
Ukrainian reformers believe would 
help drive more rule of law inside 
their own country and make it 
more globally competitive. The 
Ukrainians want to import EU rules, 
not NATO missiles! It’s actually 
what Putin should be trying to do 
for his country, rather than trying 
to prevent his neighbors from as¬ 
sociating with Europe. But Putin is 
focused on building the power of 
his state, not the prosperity of his 
people. And he wants total po¬ 
litical control and the right for him 
and his clique to steal vast sums, 
while seeking out foreign devils to 
distract the Russian public. These 
are not geopolitical interests that 
we have to respect. 

Ukraine is not threatening Russia, 
but Ukraine’s revolution is threat¬ 
ening Putin. The main goal of 
the Ukraine uprising is to import 
a rules-based system from the EU 
that will break the kleptocracy 
that has dominated Kiev - the 
same kind of kleptocracy Putin 
wants to maintain in Moscow. Pu¬ 
tin doesn’t care if Germans live 
by EU rules, but when fellow Slavs, 
like Ukrainians, want to - that is a 
threat to him at home. 

Don’t let anyone tell you the 
sanctions are meaningless and 
the only way to influence Russia 
is by moving tanks. (Putin would 
love that. It would force every 
Russian to rally to him.) If anything, 
we should worry that over time 
our sanctions will work too well. 
And don’t let anyone tell you 
that we’re challenging Russia’s 
“space.” We’re not. The real issue 
here is that Ukrainians, as individu¬ 
als and collectively, are challeng¬ 
ing Putin’s “values.” 

We couldn’t stop them if we 
wanted to. They’ve been em¬ 
powered by globalization and 
the IT revolution. Get used to it. 
Comrade Putin. □ 
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Before Ink Dries on Rules, Soldiers Rush for Tattoos

LAKEWOOD, Wash. - An 

Army soldier walked into 
Brass Monkey Tattoo last 
month and told Dan Brew¬ 
er, the tattoo artist, to go 
for it. 

“He dropped a thousand 
bucks," Brewer said, stand¬ 
ing in the shop here, about 
five minutes from the gate 
of Joint Base Lewis-Mc- 
Chord. Ten hours under 
the needle later, an ex¬ 
girlfriend’s name from a 


previous tattoo had been 
covered up, and a me¬ 
morial to six buddies lost in 
the war in Afghanistan had 
been inked across the sol¬ 
dier's back and ribs. “It was 
a good day," Brewer said. 
The military tattoo has a 
deep history, with reports 
going back at least to the 
Roman legions, historians 
say. Images of adventure 
or battle - if not a haunting 
beauty from the frontiers of 
Gaul - could be captured 
forever on a bicep. Dec¬ 
larations of unit loyalty or 
individuality, or both, could 
be sealed through rituals of 
ink and pain. 

But now a tightening of the 
Army's regulations on the 
wear and appearance of 


uniforms and insignia - is¬ 
sued March 31 with a 30- 
day window of unit-by-unit 
enforcement - has driven a 
land rush here and at other 
Army posts to get “tatted,” 
as soldiers call it, while the 
old rules still applied. About 
40,000 active duty and re¬ 
serve personnel are sta¬ 
tioned at Lewis-McChord, 
about an hour south of Se¬ 
attle, making it one of the 
U.S. military’s largest bases. 
“I’m just going to let her 
do it until I can’t take any¬ 


more,” said Spc. Charles 
Chandler, 22, an Army in¬ 
fantryman, as he pulled 
up his left sleeve to show 
the canvas he planned to 
present to his tattoo artist 
this week. 

The new rules restrict total 
inkage on arms and legs 
visible on a soldier wear¬ 
ing short sleeves and short 
pants. They also limit the 
size of each visible tat¬ 
too to no bigger than the 
wearer's open hand. But 
the Army is also generally 
allowing soldiers to keep 
the tattoos they had be¬ 
fore the effective date of 
the new rules, as long as 
they do not violate prohibi¬ 
tions on things like obscen¬ 
ity, racism or extremism 


and are documented with 
a photograph before the 
deadline. 

Hence the rush to get 
inked. With some supe¬ 
rior officers, many of them 
tattooed as well, giving 
ample warning as to when 
those photographs would 
be taken, soldiers said 
they have experienced a 
unique window of oppor¬ 
tunity - but also, perhaps, 
a nudge - to get that next 
tattoo, or a lot of them. 

“I would probably do it 


anyway; I'll just do it soon¬ 
er,” said Sgt. Ray Stevens, 
who came after work 
Monday to Aces-n-Eights 
Tattoo and Piercing here in 
Lakewood for some work 
on his left forearm. “I like 
getting tattoos," said Ste¬ 
vens, who is originally from 
Portland, Maine. 

Tattoo artists like Tyrell Bar¬ 
bour, at Stay Fresh Tattoos 
on Lakewood’s main com¬ 
mercial drag, Bridgeport 
Way, said they had never 
seen such fat times. "I'm 
getting hit like no tomor¬ 
row,” he said. “Especially 
younger military, but a lot 
of superiors, too,” he add¬ 
ed. 

Military regulation of tat¬ 
toos, or at least the at¬ 


tempt, is not new. Shortly 
before World War I, military 
authorities tried to rein in 
wayward ink with a prohi¬ 
bition on “indecent or ob¬ 
scene” tattoos - mostly na¬ 
ked women in those days - 
but allowed existing depic¬ 
tions to be altered to meet 
the new rule, which led to 
many a discreet grass skirt 
as cover-up. 

The Navy updated its tat¬ 
too policies again in 2003, 
and again in 2006, and 
with a further update in 


2010 - nodding to the mod¬ 
ern military of men and 
women serving together - 
that tweaks the rules on so- 
called permanent makeup 
tattoos, allowed for eye¬ 
brows, eyeliner, lipstick and 
lip liner. 

“Permanent makeup shall 
be in good taste,” the Na¬ 
vy’s regulations say. 

The Marines tightened 
their personal grooming 
and appearance regula¬ 
tions in 2010, the Air Force 
in 2012. All four main mili¬ 
tary branches prohibit tat¬ 
toos around the neck. No 
person with what is called 
a sleeve - or fully tattooed 
arm - can become a Ma¬ 
rine. “They’re asserting an 
individualistic identity,” said 


Anna Felicity Friedman, a 
tattoo historian and blog¬ 
ger at tattoohistorian.com, 
describing her hypothesis 
about the average soldier 
or sailor's love affair with 
skin art. 

“People who are in situ¬ 
ations of depersonaliza¬ 
tion, whether it's wearing 
uniforms, or other ways 
stripped of the ability to 
assert their identity, tend 
to react to this deperson¬ 
alization by getting tat¬ 
toos," said Friedman, who 
is heavily tattooed herself. 
Prisoners, chefs and ath¬ 
letes are in much the same 
boat, she believes - all 
straining to declare differ¬ 
ence to a community, or 
a marketplace, that might 
other otherwise have a 
hard time telling them 
apart. 

The tattoo economy on the 
edge of Lewis-McChord is 
bracing for change, too. 
Brewer at Brass Monkey, 
where about 80 percent 
of the business is military, 
said the shop’s owner was 
anticipating a big drop in 
customers after the regu¬ 
lations are fully in place, 
and was planning a move 
to Tacoma, about 10 miles 
north, to be nearer the 
city's night life and bar 
scene. 

But at South Tacoma Tat¬ 
too, just a few blocks away, 
the tattoo artists said they 
thought there would be still 
plenty of skin left to deco¬ 
rate when things quieted 
down. The new rules do 
not say anything about 
chests and backs and oth¬ 
er parts of the body always 
covered by a uniform, 
they said. And Chandler, 
the infantryman who was 
planning out his arm art 
this week, said he was also 
studying the rules carefully 
as to what might push the 
boundaries of content and 
good taste. Regardless 
of the timing question on 
getting tattooed now, he 
said, he wants to re-enlist in 
a few years and does not 
want any overly racy skin 
art to hold him back. 

So the girl he plans on his 
arm will be clothed. “A 
pinup girl, to stay in the 
regs,” he said. “You have 
to adapt to the Army - the 
Army doesn't adapt to 
you."Q
